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YOUR OWN HOME TOWN 


—The trade interest of a city or town is its most vital 
principle. The sap is not more essential to the life and 
growth and development of a tree than trade is to a 
town. Investigate the antecedent history of any town 
and, unless it is the exceptional case, the fact will af once 
be revealed that it was born of the convenience of its 
centrality of location to a trading cliential. Trade gives 
the impetus, the idea and the inception of growth. As 
trade grows and prospers, so do towns grow in strength 
and prosperity; and as trade declines and is lost and 
dissipated, so do towns decline and wane—and shrivel 
away in consequence. 


—With the loss and dissipation of a town’s rightful 
patronage goes the inevitable decline of all the material 
valuations; all property drops low in the scale of values; 
credit, public and private, suffers. High taxation comes 
as the inevitable consequence of lowered values. 


—This is a business man’s age. One ancient era of 
the world was dominated by the military caste of rule; 
later by the iron hand of an ancient form of the church. 
Predominantly, today is a business man’s world, ruled 
and dominated. This applies to the business farmer and 
to the business townman. All affairs today—city, town, 
country, America throughout-—are organibed on the one 
that gratifies our pride, it may be affirmed in all truth 
probably overwhelmingly so, injurously so, to other high 
interests; but that it is true no learned man today will 
dispute. Business means trade, commerce, barter and 
exchange between men and men. 


—The one vast and poignant issue of the world is 
today trade. Trade conceptions begin with the larger 
entity of the nation. Nations must have their trade or 
else their disappear. The specification drops next to the 
state. States must have their rightfully belonging trade 
or else industry languishes. Cities must have their own 
particular division of the trade patronage of contig ous 
territory, or of far-off territories which they may enter 
by conquest, or else pine and droop away. So on down 
to the smaller unit of the neighborhood, the community, 
the store and the town. The need is no less urgent; the 
neighborhoods, individual stores and towns must hold 
their trade inviolate to survive and prosper. 


—As respects Decatur’s share of the patronage of 
its own peop’r '»e trade it must have to remain a town 
principle of the dominancy of the business instinct. It is 
that by our practices of buying away from home we are 
thoughtlessly inflicting deadly and daily blows against 
our own prosperity and hope of development. 


—This is a practice that may not be defended. By 
thus weakening our mercantile interests we weaken our­ 
selves, individually and collectively. And then when we 
remind ourselves that Decatur merchants are and have 
been furnishing the money to support every and any 
public enterprise, and that all of our institutions—the 
school, the church, etc.—are so related and organized as 
to be dependent on the health and prosperity of our trade 
conditions, our thoughtless practice of denying to our 
local merchants the benefit of our patronage resolves 
itself into practicing injustice as against our merchants 
and the infliction of self-injury on ourselves as citizens.
